REAL WARFARE TO COME. 

“Bombardment is easy. It does not 
imply occupation, but merely posses- 
sion of the ports on the coast, which 
can be held under cover of the fleet's 
guns.

Bearing in mind one potnt 
‘made against the treaties of particular 
interest to the Pacific Coast, the 
President pointed out that no treaties 
would ever force the United States 
to admit the citizens of another coun- 
try if they were not wanted. 
“If we don't want to let them in,” 
said the President, “then we don't 
have to let them in; we don’t haye 
to make a treaty to let them in, and 
they can’t get in without that if we 
don't want them.” 
The President spoke on all sorts of 
subjects today, from the tariff vetoes 
to woman's suffrage and peace and ar- 
bitration, and there were many inci- 
dents that contributed to take it out of 
the routine. 
At Castle Rock and at Woodland the 
President ventured into short discus- 
sions of woman suffrage. He said-that 
the East was looking to Washington, 
the largest commonwealth in the world 
that had woman suffrage, to prove its 
wisdom or its folly.

Boston Transcript:] Important 
recommendations to the Smithsonian 
Institution are made by Jesse Walter 
Fewkes regarding the treatment of 
the national reserve created in North- 
ern Arizona by order of President 
Roosevelt, under the name of the 
Navajo National Monument, in which 
many important prehistoric ruins are 
to be found. Dr. Fewkes was sent by 


to examine these dwellings of the 
ancients, and his preliminary report, 
‘which is now being published, sug- 
gests that one of the largest two cliff 
dwellings in the Navajo National 
Monument, either Betatakin or Kit- 
siel, be excavated, repaired, and pre- 
served as a “type ruin” to illustrate 
the prehistoric culture of the aborigi- 
nes of this section of Arizona, that 
this work be supplemented by excava- 
tlon and repair of Inscription House, 
an ancient cliff dwelling in West Can- 
yon, and that one or more of the ruins 
in West Canyon be added to the Nava- 
jo National Monument and be 
permanently protected by the govern- 
ment. 

Dr. Fewkes in his report describes 
in detail the three routes by which 
the cliff dwellings may be reached, 
tells where water may be had for man 
and horse, and outlines improvements 
that would make the road more pass- 
able for tourists. He then takes up 
the description of the general char- 
acter of the various cliff dwellings 
he visited, leaving his detailed account 
or a later report. . Those described 
re ruin A, cliff house B. Swallows’ 
Nest, Betatakin, Kitsiel, Scaffold 
House, Cradle House, Ladder House, 
Forest Glen, Pine Tree and Trickling 
Spring houses, of which the most im- 
portant are Betatakin and Kitsiel. 

One of the most instructive speci- 
mens collected in the Navajo Nationa! 
Monument was found by W. B. Doug- 
lass in a ruin designated as Cradle 
House. This object is a cradle made 
of basket ware, open at one end, and 
continued at the opposite end into a 
biped extension to serve for the legs. 
It is decorated on the outside with an 
archaic geometric ornamentation. 
This specimen may be regarded as one 
of the finest examples of prehistoric 
basketry from the Southwest: more- 
over, with one exception, it is the only 
known cradle of this form. A pair 
of infant's sandals found with the cra- 
dle leaves no doubt as to its use, while 
the character and symbolism of the 
decoration refer it to the ancient cliff- 
house culture. The design suggests 
that which characterizes certain speci- 
mens of the well-known biack-and- 
white pottery found in the San Juan 
drainage. Evidences of long use and 
repair appear, especially on one side. 
Unfortunately the specimen, although 
entire when found, later was broken 
across its middle. The only other 
known cradle of this type was brought 
to the attention of ethnologiets by Dr. 
W. J. MeGee when in charge of the 
anthropological exhibit at the t.

A prominent feature of the 
walls is a jacal construction in which 
mud is plastered on wattling between 
upright poles. The ends of many of 
these supports project high above the 
ground, constituting a characteristic 
feature of the ruins. This method of 
wall construction is unknown at Black 
Falis or at Walpi, but still survives, in 
modified orm, in one or more Oraibi 
kivas and in one, at least, of the Mesa 
Verde ruins. 
“Naturally the questions one asks 
in regard to these ruins are: Why did 
inhabitants build in these cliffs? Who 
were the ancient inhabitants? When 
were these dwellings inhabited and de- 
serted? It is commonly believed that 
the caves were chosen for habitations 
because they could be better defended 
than villages in the open. This is a 
good answer to the first question, so 
far as it goes, although somewhat im- 
perfect.

“The writer does not regard these 
ruins as of great antiquity: some of 
the evidence indicates that they are of 
later time. Features in their archi- 
tecture show resemblances derived 
from other regions. The Navajo 
ascribe the buildings to ancient peo- 
ple and sey that the ruined houses 
existed before their own advent in the 
country, but this was not necessarily 
long ago. Such evidence as has been 
gathered supports Hopi legends that 
the inhabitants were ancient Hop! be- 
longing to the Flute, Horn and Snake 
families. 

There is no evidence that cliff- 
house architecture developed in these 
canyons, and rude structures older 
than these have been found in this 
region.

WANT BETTER PRIOR. 
Beet Growers Petition Central Com- 
mittee for One Dollar a Ton and 
um Organize Industry. 


lu Times. 


ARTESIA, Oct. 11.--One hundred 
beet growers of Artesia and Los Ala- 
mitos at a meeting last night at Ar- 
tesla, adopted a resolution petition- 
ing the Central Committee of the Beet 
Growers of Southern Californla to 
stand for an increase of at least $1 
a ton in the price of beets. They feel 
that since they have more money in- 
vested, u larger expense account, and 
are exposed to greater risk in plant- 
ing and growing beets than the faeto- 
ries in the production of sugar, they 
are entitled to at least one-fourth of 
the protection afforded by the tariff 
for the development of the beet in- 
dustry. 

The growers promise that if they 
are given fair consideration they will 
render assistance politically and oth- 
erwise for the development of the in- 
dustry. 

The beet industry of Southern Call- 
fornia is assuming huge proportions. 
Nearly all the beéts are raised in the 
valley that lies between Compton and 
Huntington Beach. Seved factories 
with a total of 7600 tons, will draw on 
this territory next year, with the fol- 
lowing tons pacity daily: Oxnard, 
3000; Chino, 1000; Alamitos, 1000; 
Huntington Beach, 800; Santa Ana, 
600; the Co-operative factory, 600; 
Anaheim, 600. 

These factories represent an invest- 
ment of five or six million dollars, 
and if run at full capacity wm grind 
next year 760,000 tons of beets and 
make 2,200,000 sacks of sugar worth, 
at present prices, $15,000,000. To pro- 
duct these beets ‘the farmers will 
have more than $30,000,000 tnvested 
in farms, horses and equipment. The 
beets run high in purity and sugar, 
and the farmers are organizing for 
mutual benefit and the development of 
the industry. |

THE CAUSE OF PELDAGRA. 


Some Indications That It May Be a 
Result of Nerve Conditions Gone 
Wrong. 
The cause of pellagra is not known 
The theory that it is due to eating 
moldy corn hardly explains the sudden 
wave of pellagra which is now sweep- 
ing over this part of the country. If 
it is due to bad corn, why have we 
not had pellagra epidemics in the 
past? To the sand fly theory, buffalo 
gnat theory and to all others thus far 
advanced, there are more or less fatal 
objections; and the causation of this 
great plague remains shrouded in 
mystery, writes a physician in the 
New Orleans Times-Democrat. 
But the symptoms and manifesta- 
tions of pellagra are not so elusive, 
and of these we may speak with some 
degree of certainty. 
Because of the fact that one symp- 
tom of pellagra is a chapped-like 
eruption of the backs of the wrists 


On the other 
hand, the prominence of disturbance 
of the intestine has led many to think 
of pellagra as essentially a digestive 
disturbance, but a closer inspection of 
the facts would seem to indicate that 
the earliest, most persistent and most 
profound — ee are directly due 
to disease of the nervous system. 
Says a leading text book on skin dis- 
eases: “The disease is frequently 
receded for several weeks or longer 
y lassitude, great fatigue, vertigo 
and headache.” 
tations are purely nervous in origin. 
But more significant still ts the fact 
that all pellagrins are melancholy and 
that a large per cent. of them become 
mentally unbalanced. It has been 
stated that nearly 10 per cent. of the 
cases thus far reported have been 
found in asviume. Moreover, the 
weakness in the lower limbs so often 
complained of is significant. 

A curious feature of this disease is 
that the eruptions on the two hands 
are symmetrical, almost exactly 
matching one another. This symme- 
try could result from disturbance of 
the roots of the nerves governing the 
blood supply to the affected parts, 
and is hard to account for on any 
other theory. “The eruption could 
also be ascribed,” gays the authority 
above quoted, “to circulatory weak- 
ness and nerve influence.“ Neusser 
has reported cases in Gypsy children 
of Romania who went entirely naked, 
yet showed the peculiar eruption on 
the back of the hands and wrists only. 
This fact would seem to negative the 
idea that the effect of the sun’s rays 
on the exposed backs of the hands is 
responsible for the appearance of the 
eruption. 

The most significant of all, how- 
ever, are the post-mortem finding in 
pellagrins. These, to again quote, are 
as follows: “The post-mortem re- 
veals pachy meningitis, sclerosis of 
the brain and spinal cord, together 
with anaemic and degenerative con- 
ditions of internal organs.“ 

In conclusion, we might point out 
that the disease commonly called 
shingles (herpes zoster). was for a 
long time thought to be purely a skin 
disease, but is now recogn on all 
sides as a nervous affection, the erup- 
tion usually following the line of some 
superficial nerve.

State's ‘Highest Tribunal, Puts 
Finishing Touch on Long-Fought 

Trial and Counter Trin With Deni- 

al of Decrees to Both Parties—Mrs. 

Mayr Declared at Fault.

The Supreme Court of Ghiitornia 
yesterday handed down » dedision af- 
firming the opinion of the gurt be- 
low denying either Ann Etta Mayr. 
or her husband, Walter <A. ‘Mayr, a 
divorce. It modified the 7 dgment 
to the extent that Mayr is mbt com- 
pelled to pay $150 a month, ‘for the 
support of the wife, and their chitd, 
‘Joseph Harden Mayr. 

The Mayr divorce case wak one of 
the most sensational and stubbornly 
contested of any similar action. in the 
recent history of the local ‘courts. 
More than two months’ of the time 
of Judge James was taken in hearing 
the evidence. In both the Superior 
and the District Courts both parties 
were denied a divorce. Mrs. Mavr is 
now at the McLeod Art Schpol, at 
Sith and Alvarado streets. (She is 
an accomplished musician. hus- 
band. is a broker residing in 15 city. 

The appeal decided by th Su- 

e Court was that taken by the 

usband as a cross-complainant from a 

udgment denying a divorce uf him.

t was contended that the court had 

no power to enter a decree f ali-

{Washington Post: “There are as 
yet few women landscape gardeners," 
da woman who has herself studied 
horticulture, and who has a relative 
in this profession. 

“And to some extent most of these

“Pach 
rubber tree was capable of preducing 
from six to seven pounds of rubber 
nnually, and a small plantation would 
scarry 60,000 trees, which meant ia net 
revenue of over £15,000 per annum, 
sand the capital sunk in such a planta- 
ttion rarely exceeded the amount of 
one year’s profits, 
Ot course there were difficulties 
the production of rubber—labour dif- 
» sfleulties for one thing, and others of a 
more technical character, but Smiler 
allowed for these. 
The one utterance of hie that really 
held my attention and lingered for 
» long in my memory was: “The world 
: — 2 rubber, but it does not know it 
yet.” 
And he was among the few men 
who were getting ready the supply 
ageinet the time when the world would 
awake to the fact that it did. There 
was a comprehensiveness, a bigness 
about the idea that one would have 
thought would have appealed to the 
imagination of business men, but it ts 
m curious fact, among other cuftous 
facts, about the rubber boom that it 
apparently did not. at. 
The boom might easily have): oc- 
curred then. The facts and figires 
that Smiler had given me were known 
to hundreds of others, and to some of 
the shrewdest and most far-se@ei 
men fm the city. But they questianed |} 
them; didn’t belleve them; forthe 
most part they argued that the capital 
would have to be left locked up in a 
rubber plantation for at least ten 
years before it became productive. 
In this they were wrong. Seven or 
. M@ght years were nearer the mark; and 
| they misjudged altogether what ‘the 
extent of the future demand for rib- 
ber would be. Some big men certainly 
Aid go into rubber at this time and:are 
it still, much to their profit.

THE WORLD WANTED RUBBER. 
“~~ Between 1906 and the early part of 
1909 the man in the street heard very. 
Uttie about rubber. The investor who 
read the fintnciail columns of dally 
paper regularly had his att@ntion 
drawn from time to time to rubber 
shares, but they were not presented to- 
nis notice more attractively or with 
any greater insistence than a number 
of other specylative securities, and he 
took no particular notice of the fact 
that was staring him and others in the 
daes if he chose to look at it, that 
there were rubber companies paying 
tmmense dividends, from 25 to 50 per 
ent., whose shares could be purchased , 


at par value. 
But’ the world was then slowly 
Wwakeoning to the fact that it wanted 
rubber. at, after all, was the great 
essential fact that created the : 
By the beginning of 1909 the call for 
rubber was coming from all the big 
manufacturing centers in the world.‘ 
Rubber rose to four, then to five, 
and, in one sudden spurt, to seven 
shillings a pound at Mincing Lane.

higher. And wild as was this idea, it 
really did for a. little while seem to 
true. There were 2s. shares in hun- 
dreds of companies that rushed up to 
560s. and 60s. and 80s. in a few weeks 
after they were floated; and the actual 
value of these shares in a large num- 
ber of instances was less than the 
paper they were written on. 
, BO great was the demand for shares 
that the promoters of a company were 
often able to unload on the public at 
a substantial premium every share 
they had taken as vendors a few weeks | 
after the flotation. There are today) 
sick and sorry men who have thous- 
ands of rubber shares in companies 
which, not long after they were 
floated, ceased to have a known ad- 
dress; they vanished absolutely. There 
were men at that time, by the way, 
who made quite a lot of money by 
writing up imaginary reports of rub- 
ber plantations to go into the pros-- 
pectuses. 1 have some of these re- 
ports before me as I write. se 
No faithless lover's letters ever 
raised more glowing expectations in 
the bosom of a fond and foolish maid 
than did these reports in the hearts of 
a too credulous investing public. 
And where all the money came from 
was a marvel. Just imagine it, As 
many as twelve companies a day were 
sometimes floated with.a capital of, in 
most instances, £250,000, and each of 
them would be over-subscribed in one 
day. 
That ts to say, that considerably 
more than three millions a day came 
from the pockets of the general public 
to purchase these shares. 
Thousands of applications wens re- 
ceived from people who could only af- 
ford to apply for one two-shilling 
share, on which the sum payable on 
application was threepence! It was a 
time apparently when nobody paid 
ready money for anything except the 
money payable on application for rub- 
ber shares. The payment of grocers’ 
bills, butchers’ bills, landladies’ bills, 
rent, rates, taxes, were put off, and the 
money ordinarily used for the dis- 
charge of such accounts went into the 
pockets of company promoters en- 
gaged in the profitable business of 
selling worthiess paper for solid cash.“ 
The boom was at its height between 
February and May, 1910. Several firms 
of brokers, utterly unable to cope with 
their business, then adopted the un- 
precedented course 6f publishing a no- 
tice to the effect that they could not 
undertake to do any more business in 
rubber shares. 
Nearly every broker's office was 
working with a day and night staff, 
and yet found it impossible to keep 
pace with the volume of business that 
rolled in on them. They fell soon hope- 
leasly into arrears with their ac- 
counts, and, as I have already said, 
there are men still engaged in en- 
deavyouring to straighten out the tangle 
into which their books got during the 
great rubber boom. Throughout the 
boom, but more especially towards the 
end of it, the market was really one 
of the most dangerous which a specu- 
lator could enter.

‘And where all the money came from 
was @ marvel. Just imagine it. As 
many as twelve companies a day were 
sometimes floated with a capital of, in 
most instances, £250,000, and each of 
ao would be over-subscribed in one 
ay. 
That is to say, that considerably 
more than three millions a day came 
from the pockets of the general public 
to purchase these shares. 
Thousands of applications were re- 
ceived from people who could only af- 
ford to apply for one two-shilling 
share, on which the sum payable on 
application was threepence! It was a 
time apparently when nobody paid 
ready money for anything except the 
money payable on application for rub- 
ber shares. e payment of grocers’ 
bills, butchers’ bills. landladies’ bills, 
rent, rates, taxes, were put off, and the 
money ordinarily used for the dis- 
charge. of such accounts went into the 
pockets of company promoters en- 
gaged in the profitable business of 
selling worthiess paper for solid cash.
